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Politics Holds Up Wage-Price Controls 


The consumer is not the only one be- 
ing hurt by inflation. | 

Both the Navy and the Air Force are 
complaining already that higher prices of 
submarines and airplanes are forcing them 
to cut back their purchasing programs. 
The Army can be expected to follow short- 
ly with a similar complaint. 
_ That means we are unable to buy as 
much defense as we had thought with the 
dollars that are available. 

Congress will move readily to rectify 
the situation insofar as the Army, Navy 


and Air Force are concerned. It simply — 


can vote more doliars to take the place of 
those that have been eaten away by in- 
flation. 

But there is no such easy solution for 
the ordinary consumer who for many 
weeks now has been glumly watching 
prices jump up and up. With each jump 
the dollars in his or her purse are squeezed 
tighter. They mean fewer roasts and 
steaks, fewer loaves. of bread. 

On top of higher prices are higher 
taxes. The increase which went into effect 
on Oct. 1 is but the first, and perhaps only 
a mild sample, of what is to come. The 
higher prices go the more money it will 
take to rearm the country.

A Slap in the Face 
To the County's Interests 


County Commissioners yesterday dealt 
a slap in the face to the best interests of 
the county. 

Commissioners, by the usual three-to- 
two vote, finally approved the sale of 
county timber to James T. Malcolm. No 
competitive bids have been asked or re- 
Commissioners 
do not know how much timber is being 
sold. These facts have been brought to the 


Commissioners’ attention a number of times 


since tentative approval of the timber sale 
was voted on Sept. 18. 

Those Commissioners favoring the trans- 
action indulged in the usual harangue at 
vesterday’s meeting in an attempt to jus- 
tify the sale. Not once, however, did they 
suggest that the sale be held up temporar- 
ily until the amount of timber being sold 
could be determined. 


Commissioner Hailey’s resolution, which 
passed unanimously, providing that the 
county henceforth advertise intent to sell 
property may prevent such instances in 
the future, but it does nothing to rectify 
the wrong that already has been done 
in the case of the timber.

price increases have«not yet reached the 
retail counter. There is a hint, in the Steel- 
workers Union statement of Wednesday, 
that a new wage spiral may be set off 
when this union’s demands are presented. 

Congress did not intend that it should 
be like ‘this. The President was given 
standby authority to contrgl prices with 
the added proviso that wages also should 
be controlled. But an_ election is com- 
ing up in a few weeks and it would not 
be politic to impose wage controls just yet, 
sO price controls, too, must wait. 

‘We are told by Washington observers 
that when the elections are out of the way 
there will be quick and drastic action on 
controls. But by that time the pattern will 
have been set. The effect of controls will 
be to freeze prices and wages at an ab- 
normally high level. There has been sug- 
gestion that prices might be rolled back to 
pre-Korean levels. But will wages also be 
rolled back? If political considerations are 
so powerful as to prevent imposition of 
price and wage controls in the formative 
stages of inflation, will they not also pre- 
vent their fully effective use when the 
election is over? It ought to be obvious to 
all that wage increases make price in- 
creases. That has been the experience of 
four—or is it five?—previous rounds. 

Let us not allow ourselves to be fooled. 
Inflation is a deadly enemy, second only 
to military defeat. And it can destroy us 
just as effectively and at much less cost to 
the enemy.

Qn Juvenile Courts 


The case for Georgia’s juvenile court 
system, as authorized by the last session 
of the Legislature to go into effect Jan. 1, 
is aptly summed up in a letter in today,’s 
Pulse of the Public by Abner M. Israel, 
judge of the Police Court at Albany. 

His experience enables Judge Israel to 
speak witlp authority. 

Though Georgia has made an excellent 
start in providing model training schools 
for juvenile delinquents, these schools do 
not prevent crime. They are faced with 
the dual problem of punishment and at- 
tempting to retrain youngsters who al- 
ready have progressed some length down 
the road to crime. 

A probation system as provided in the 
juvenile court law, on the other hand, 
enables the authorities to exercise cor- 
rective measures before it is too late. Close 
supervision by parole officers puts the 
court in the status of a paternal counsellor, 
which is all the more effective because 
sterner measures can be uséed if necessary. 

Probation and supervision are the main 
aspects of the juvenile court system. Not 
only are youthful offenders kept out of 
adult prisons, where more often than not 
they get an advanced course in criminal 
technique, but the State saves the money 
which it would pay for their incarceration. 


Those familiar with the problem estimate 


the savings to the State would be far in 
excess of the $225,000 annually the juve- 
nile courts would cost. 

The Legislature would do well to look 
into the cost of failing to carry out the 
juvenile court plan rather than dwelling 
on the comparatively small amount needed 
to put it into operation. And if it has 
anv doubts as to the savings and benefits 
it will bring, let Judge Israel and others 
of his experience be called to testify.

Crystal Gazers 
Take a New Look 


WASHINGTON—Political observers have 

been put to the necessity of making a new ap- 

praisal of election prospects in November as a 

result of the spectacular turn of events in Korea. Whereas a month 

ago things were looking badly for the Democrats, the outlook mow 
appears to be definitely brighter on their side. ; 

As near back as the early part of September, when our forces 
were still being pushed back in South Korea, the Republicans 
seemed to have the Administration on the defensive. GOP leaders 
were confidently looking forward to substantial gains in the Fall 
elections and some were optimistic enough to claim that both the 
House and Senate would go Republican. 

At that time critics of the Administration seemed eager to make 
the Korean war a live issue. An increasing clamor was raised over 
the head of Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson, who was charged 
with the failure of our forces to make a better showing in the 
earlier stages of the fighting. President Tsuman had to let Mr. 
Johnston go to appease the critics, though later events showed that 
we were proceeding according to a well-conceived and beautifully 


executed plan. ., . 
A Shift But now that the Red Army in Korea has apparent- 
ly folded up, under the masterful blows struck by 
General Douglas MacArthur, the Far Eastern war is being dropped 
as an issue. Instead, the Republicans are shifting their ground to a 
broader attack on the Administration’s whole Far Eastern policy. 
It will be far more difficult to arouse the public over an issue of 
that scope. 


Consequently, even some of the Republicans are now quietly 
revising their estimate of the situation. They concede that on. the 
basis of the startling turn of events in Korea a different picture 
will be presented in November. Some see the possibility of Presi- 
dent Truman emerging as a national hefo, recalling that his original 
decision to intervene in Korea was widely acclaimed at the time. 

What is important about the decisive victory of our. forces that 
now seems assured is that it comes early enough in advance of the 
elections to have a stabilizing effect. The campaign is still some- 
what in the formative stage. 


Crisis Passes The overall effect of the victory will be to 
take people’s minds off the feeling of crisis 
that has prevailed ever since the Far Eastern war developed. The 
crisis is eased on a pleasant note. While we are still going ahead 
with the vast defense program mapped out by Congress and the 
Administration, the tendency will be for the country to get back to 
something approaching normal. All of this should be beneficial to 
the party in power. : 
Hence the present revised prospects are that, although the 
Democrats may lose a few Congressional seats here and there, the 
net gain of the Republicans will be insufficient to give them con- 
trol of either the House or the Senate. The history of off-year 
elections is that the minority party usually makes gains in Congress. 
But barring other international complications which might upset 
the situation, Administration leaders now seem to be entirely con- 
fident of holding their own fairly well in November. Party scouts 
who have been out over the country report that the people <io not 
seem to be mad at anybody. None of the issues of the day appears to 
have aroused any great mass of the people particularly. 


On the other hand, there is more money in the 
Progress country than ever before and jobs are seemingly 
available for all. As one observer put it, most of the people who 
formerly walked now appear to be riding in Fords, those with Fords 
have moved on to Pontiacs, the Pontiac owners are now riding in 
Buicks and the Buick patrons now own Cadillacs. 
With that sort of prosperity in the land and with no bad war 
news to unsettle the people, it will be difficult, all agree, to de- 
feat the party in power.

A City Judge Speaks 


The Editors: M,. L. St. John is to be congratu- 
lated for his series of articles in The Constitu- 
tion of Sept. 27-29 on the juvenile court system, 
A complex situation was discussed with simplic- 
ity and directness, yet with thoroughness. 

The ordinary training school program for ju- 
veniles is not a complete answer to the prob- 
lems of delinquency. It serves a purpose after 
a certain stage in the evolution of the delin- 
quent youth. It is a milder, yet punitive ap- 
proach to the subject. Whereas, a wise juvenile 
court probation system can be a preventive ap- 
proach before the completed delinquency stage 
is reached. Delinquency does not happen sud- 
denly; it is progressive. 

With the experience I have gained from years 
as a counselor and instructor at boys camps, 
as the Police Court Judge here in Albany, from 
talking to parents, educators and welfare work- 
ers, as well as my own teen-age, college sopho- 
more daughter, there are certain obvious con- 
clusions: 


First: The responsibility for the ugly fact of 


juvenile delinquency rests on other factors in. 


addition to the individual child involved and there 
is no pat cure for delinquency. 

Second: There is no delinquent type. The 
youthful offender may differ in background, per- 
sonality, with varying emotional, mental and 
physical factors. | 

Third: The court sentence and the punitive 
approach solves nothing. One of the advantages 
of the new Juvenile Act, as I read it, is that 
properly administered, without pampering the 
youth, it enables the juvenile court judge to 
get to the early acts of delinquency before they 
become serious: and gives the court powers to 
help and protect the child against the causes of 
the trouble. The new law gives the court suffi- 
cient powers over the parents, guardians or 
others who may be contributing to the causes of 
the delinquency, to correct the condition. I do 
believe that an intelligent, progressive step such 
as the 1950 Georgia, Juvegile Court Act, if sin- 
cerely administered by capable personnel, will 
be an investment in Numan resources that will 
save dollars for the State as well as human 
beings.

“There was a little fellow by the name of 
Joe Lash who was head of the American Youth 
Congress. Lash had been very active in Com- 
munism and we exposed him. One day I got a 
telephone call from Mrs. Roosevelt, asking me 
to have dinner with her. I knew something was 
up. I had heard that she was undertaking to 
persuade Naval intelligence to give an appoint- 
ment (commission) to Lash. He had never been 
inducted into the armed services. Well, I went 
to the White House and, there, seated in the 
anteroom were six or eight well-known Com- 
munist youth leaders, waiting for Mrs. Roose- 
velt. They sat at the table and ate with me 
and Mrs. Roosevelt. 

“At the table, she said to me: ‘I presume you 
know why I asked you to dinner.’ I said: ‘Well, 
T have got sort of an idea about it. Is it about 
Lash?’ and she said: ‘Yes.’ 


“] said: ‘Mrs. Roosevelt, here is the rec- 
ord of Joseph Lash. I have brought i with 
me. He perjured himself before our com- 
mittee.” She said: ‘Yes, he told me he did, 
but he is very sorry.’ 3 


“ *Well,’ I said, ‘did he tell you he was a mem- 
ber of the Communist party?’ She said: “Yes; 
he was just an idealistic, venturesome youth and 
he hastily embraced Communism but now he 
wants to repent.’ I said: ‘Mrs. Roosevelt, how 
do you know he has repented? How can you 
afford to ask to put him in Naval intelligence?’ 

“Well, we discussed it pro and con and I 
went back and ordered the committee to meet 
and brought Lash and some of the New Dealers 
who appeared as his counsel before it and asked 
him if he had not perjured himself before a 
former meeting of the committee and he admit- 
ted he had. 

“Then I asked him why he wasn't in the 
Army and he wasn’t able to give any explanation. 
We called up the draft board in New York and 
found (that) on intervention of the White House 
he had been kept out of the Army. We de- 
manded his induction and he was inducted. And 
shortly thereafter I saw Gene Tunney and Gene 
said: 


“"Martin, I have something that will be 


stealing secrets for Moscow, and Roose- 


amusing to you. Do you know out at our camp 
they have a fellow named Joseph Lash and a 
few days ago the boys were out marching. Here 
comes the White House car and out stepped Mrs. 
Roosevelt and sent for Joseph Lash. He broke 
tanks, went to the White House car and Mrs. 
Roosevelt carried him to town and there he 
stayed two or three days before he reported.’ 

“I had a member of the Secret Service who 
worked in the White House give me reports 
every week on what happened in the White 
House. I knew that leading Communist agents 
had access to the White House, were going there 
and using their influence to affect our domestic 
and foreign policy. I am telling you these inci- 
dents so that you may have some faint idea of 
how thoroughly Stalin was able to dupe the 
United States.” 

Mr. Dies’ version of the Lash incident at the 
military post is slightly garbled. Mr. Tunney 
says he did not report that this episode hap- 
pened at “our camp.” He was a Naval officer 
and this scene occurred at an Army training 
post on Collins Avenue, Miami Beach, where 
Lash was undergoing training. It was related 
to Tunney by Humphrey Doulens, a young man- 
ager for theatrical talent, who was in an adjoin- 
ing company. Mr. Doulens rose to the rank of 
captain by the end of the war and is now han- 
dling Hildegarde, the night club entertainer. 


Mr. Doulens’ version is that when Mrs. 
Reosevelt drove up the company was in for- 
mation and that, without waiting for dis- 
missal, which came in a few minutes, any- 
way, she asked the captain to call Lash out 
of ranks as she was leaving and wanted to 
say good-by to him. 


The captain called “Private Lash, report—” 
to the White House car or some such direction 
and Lash bolted forward through the ranks. 
Thereat, a tough sergeant of the Twenty-sixth 
Division roared at him to get back into ranks, 
step back, and report in a military manner. He 
does not know how long Lash was excused 
from duty. 

Later, Mrs. Roosevelt commandeered a four- 
engined Army plane and crew and an Army 
officer to act as her personal press agent and 
flapped far and wide over the South Pacific, 
but inevitably and unerringly put down on a

WASHINGTON—Sen. Styles Bridges, Repub- 

lican, New Hampshire, erupting like an over- 

| | loaded’ volcano, is frothing about some “great 
sell-out” by the State Department to the Chinese Communists. 

What his many angry words are all about is that we wouldn't 
back up Nationalist China's attempted veto in the UN Security 
Council to keep the Chinese Communists from appearing before 
the Security Council to talk about Formosa. We voted against 
the Chinese Communists’ appearance. But we let the issue rest 
there when a majority of the Security Council voted the other 
way, including Great Britain and France, which would seem 
to be orderly procedure. 

We refused to support Nationalist China's use of the veto, taking 
the position this was a procedural question not subject to veto. 
For that there are excellent precedents, as there are, likewise, 
for a nonmember nation involved in a controversy that affects 
other UN nations being admitted to air grievances. 

An expansive fellow when he goes on a tear, the New Hamp- 
shire Senator airily demanded the heads of everybody in the State 
Department who had any connection with this “appeasement,” 
from Sec. Dean Acheson on down. 


sti Sen. Bridges’ current rave can be dismissed,

gressional campaign purposes. This is politics unadorned. But 
it is too bad, both for his party and the nation, that he lends him- 
self to it, since he now has the presumably responsible role of 
liaison for his party with the State Department in furtherance of 
the bipartisan foreign policy, so-called. He stepped into the big 
shoes of Sen. Vandenberg, Republican, Michigan, who is ill. 


It seems somehow out of character for a man steeped in the 
tradition of the New England town meeting where anybody can 
get up and talk—as is Sen. Bridges—and a member of the Senate, 
which permits all and sundry to come before its committees, to 
want to suppress the same sort of freedom in the United Nations, 
which is copied, on a world scale, after our own free institutions. 

We know, of course, that Communist China wants to use the 
UN as a forum to attack us for propaganda purposes. But we 
probably can stand that, since we have taken it from those twin 
experts, Messrs. Malik and Vishinsky. That is part of the price of 
free speech and democratic institutions—be they the United Nations, 
our Congress or the British Parliament. We have the opportunity 
to talk back and argue back, which up to now we have utilized 


with credit. 

" . . We have a case on Formosa which we 
Nothing to Hide are confident is right. Now we would 
like. as a matter of fact, to tell the United Nations and the world 
about it. We have nothing to hide, nothing to fear. ' 


That our Government had decided it was a good idea to throw 
the whole subject into the open and debate it became known two 
weeks ago when Sec. Acheson, in his major speech at the opening 
of the UN Assembly, took the initiative by announcing that the 
United States was willing to have Communist China appear before 
the Assembly and discuss Formosa. 


This came on the heels of our opposition a few days before that 
to admitting Chinese Communist representatives before the UN 
Security Council, the executive body, to talk about Formosa. This 
action indicated a compromise in our attitude that seemed to 
reflect the criticism, some within our own delegation, to our posi- 
tion in the Security Council. Now, by refusing to use the veto, 
we have acquiesced to an appearance also before the Security 
Council. It should help us in Asia that we declined to try the veto 
blockade which Russia has resorted to so often to tie up proceedings. 

So Communist China can have her say in both places, and we 
can have ours—and the world can judge. 

And Sen. Bridges, if he desires, can keep on objecting. That's

Supple Short Waists

curve of the hip has an affinity for fat padding. 

Let's face it... that’s what comes of having a short-waisted 
figure. The test is the span betwixt the natural waist and the top 
of the hipbone. It won't take long to find the facts . . . place hands 
on waist, fingers encircling waist, palms forward. Now starting 
there, measure the distance between that nebulous line and the top 
of the hipbone—sort of prod around the padding. If that span 
measures barely two inches, and the waist nestles practically on 
the top of the hipbones .. . it’s plain to see what you are up against. 

It's that area more than anything else that marks the difference 
between streamlines and bulges. Add 10 excess pounds to the 
figure that is short-waisted, and the result is a dumpy figure. 
What can be done about it? Two things. ... Most important is 
to keep the calories from going over the top of energy require- 
ments, for all the extra ones crowd the middle measurement.
